the German offensive was launched 
and halted at the Marne, are now- 
being reported in the daily lists sent 
by General Pershing, although no 
estimate of the total has as yet been 
received. 
Today’s army casualty list n u m ­ 
bers 407, the largest number ever 
imported on a single day. 
They are 
divided as follows: 
Killed in a c tio n ......................... 
Died of w o u n d s......................... 
Died of disease ......................... 
Accident, and other causes. 
Airplane accident .................... 
Wounded severely

21 
Illinois men were mentioned 
in the list, six of them being killed 
in action. 
Private Win. P. Moisei, 
Rock Falls, was among those wound­ 
ed, degree undetermined, as was al­ 
so Preston Ivey, of Mt. Carroll. 
In addition to the army list, the 
Marine Corps list contains 10 men, 
9, including one Illinois man. killed 
in action, and one died of wounds. 
Men from 4 6 states are on the 
casualty lists today, and no one state 
predominates in numbers. 
This is 
taken to indicate that the casualties 
were scattered through many units.

An enormous crowd greeted Vice 
President and Mrs. Thomas R. Mar­ 
shall at the Assembly Sunday after­ 
noon. 
The vice president was at his 
best and his discussion of war and 
war conditions, was listened to with 
rapt attention. 
W eather conditions early in the 
day kept many hundreds from a t ­ 
tending the Assembly, but on the 
whole Sunday was a big day and the 
vice preseident of the United States 
the central attraction. 
The program played by the Dixon 
Symphony Orchestra added a great 
deal to the afternoon's program. The 
music was inspiring and patriotic and 
placed the great audience in condi­ 
tion to receive the address of the 
vice president. 
His audience expected the speaker 
to discuss the war problems and he 
did that to the entire satisfaction of 
all. 
His talk will long be rem em ­ 
bered. 
It was tru e to Hie point and 
the character of a talk that the peo­ 
ple in this section of the country an­ 
ticipated and approved of. 
The vice president was introduced 
by Col. W. B. Brinton.

liy Asso cia ted Press Lea sed Wire 
Weakened by the defeats suffered on the So isso ns- 
Rheir. j front,' tin 'G erm ans are today prepa iring to a s­ 
sume the defensive on the front fro m V pres to Rheims. 
Vv hile continuing their retirement toward the Aisne 
the Germans have abandoned good defensive positions in 
Picardy, east of Amiens. 
The movements north of the 
Somme are local, hut they indicate that the German com­ 
manders are aware of the danger of an allied attack in 
the regions to the north. 
Between Soissons and Rheims the Vesle is virtually 
cleared of enemy troops and I4 isme, the important Gei man 
base, is in the hands of the Americans, who took the city 
by storm. 
West of Rheims the French have made important 
gains and in the region of Soissons the French have cross­ 
ed to the north of the Aisne river. 
Enemy resistai 
is apparently growing stronger 
from Fisme to the ea. ( of Rheims. However, the Vesle is 
in flood and as there a e large swamps west of Rheims, it 
is possible that the German resistance may be due to their 
inability to move beyond the north bank. 
The leading allied units are in close touch with the re­ 
treating enemy, but it is probable that the allies will have 
to bring up heavy artillery if the Germans persist in their 
efforts to hold the north bank of the Vesle. 
There is little doubt in allied capitols that the German 
crown prince will return to his positions north of the 
Aisne.

Hello Dad and Mother: — 
Ju st got the long look ed-for mall.

1 ju st got 
back from a six day's trip to the 
northern part of France; there were 
tw enty of u s sent after tru ck s. 
We 
drove them overland. 
Su re had a 
great time and saw some wonderfu l 
cou ntry; 
wo made the trip back , 
three hu ndred miles 
in 
less 
than 
three days. That Is pretty good time 
for a tru ck bu t they have great roads 
in this cou ntry; ju st 
lik e a floor 
We ran along the coast for abou t 
fifty miles. Su re was lu ck y to get to 
go. expect to m ak e another one in a 
few' days bu t don’t k now where; 
hope it is to Paris. 
Have been in 
some of the largest cities already.

ARE BEING RESTORED 


Salv ag e Sectio n o f British 
N av y Is Reaching Wo n­ 
derful Efficiency 


4 0 0 
IN 
THREE 
YEARS 


B y Assoc iate d Pre se t 
London, Au g. 5.— Not all the ships 
which Germ an torpedoes and marine 
collisions semi to the bottom of the 
sea stay there. 
In less than three 
years more than 400 su nk en m er­ 
chant vessels have been restored to 
service. 
And more than one ship 
was raised, 
repaired, sent forth on 
a new career, and then su nk and 
raised anew for a third lease on life 
This rescu e work is done by the 
salvage section of the British navy. 
Before the war no one thou ght of 
attem pting to save su ch wreck s as 
are now brou ght u p from the depths, 
bu t ships now are priceless. 
The 
financial valu e of the salvage work 
is enormou s. The cargoes salved are 
themselves worth many millions of 
dollars. 
Recently a big American tank er 
collided on a dark night in the Eng­ 
lish Channel with a stu rdy British 
standard ship carrying oil 
There 
was an explosion of benzine, and both 
vessels were qu ick ly swept by flames. 
Of the crew of the British ship only 
eight men. who ju m ped overboard, 
were saved. 
Salvage work on both ships began 
with the arrival of tu gs which, after 
overcoming m any difficu lties, m an­ 
aged to tow them close in shore. 
There is was necessary to sink them 
by 
gu nfire. 
They 
are 
now 
being 
brou ght to the su rface, a long, a rd u ­ 
ou s task . 
The tank er, a fine vessel some 
500 feet long and new bu ilt, had 
on board 16 ,000 tons of oil, and, 
thou gh she blazed for 
fou r 
days, 
half of the cargo was salved. W hen 
thorou ghly repaired, the ta nk e r will 
be retu rned to the United States, not 
mu ch worse for wear, 
the damage 
being estim ated at $75 0,000— a small 
am ou nt in m arine figu ring in these 
days when persons think in millions.

G ertru de Rider, who heads it, has 
been an active assistant to the in­ 
stitu te, which is a bu ilding of its 
own. 
There is a “ cheer-u p” book 
now being prepared which will as­ 
sist the soldier stu dents to learn as

As yet. the institu te has no grad ­ 
u ates fitted to enter civil life, be­ 
cau se the soldiers will not be dis­ 
bu rsed nu til they have become pro­ 
ficient in a new occu pation, and able 
to m aintain Independence.

handicap tha t has been forced u pon 
them.

adapted themselves to the operation 
« £ the- m achines and. u nless they u re 
m istak en, the men whose training 
in England is ju st being completed 
will be given enviable roles. T heir 
m achines have the best points in 
both the British and French tank s 
and the training of the men has been 
in the light of experiences already 
gained by the fighters of France and 
England. 


To every man in the American ou t­ 
fit there have 
been 
im parted 
the 
stories of mistak e's m ade in the early 
history of 
tank 
w arfare. 
E nlisted 
men and officers have been told w hat 
to do and w hat not to do; all their 
adm onitions have been based not on 
theory bu t on 
actu al 
experiences, 
gained in the face of Germ an fire, 
loosed always u pon the slightest in­ 
tim ation that the tank s are lu m ber­ 
ing to the front. 
B u t as a rem inder, u prhaps, that 
the enem y’s fire is seldom effective 
is the insignia adopted for the Ameri­ 
can tank 
corps— two 
salam anders, 
crawling creatu res tha t worm their 
way u nharm ed throu gh the flaine and 
smok e. 
It is expected that becau se of the 
excellenoe of the weapon with which 
it will fight and the training it has 
u ndergone the American contingent 
will prove itself exceptionally 
effi­ 
cient; for, even as the American en­ 
gineers have been carefu l to com ­ 
bine in the American tank the best 
featu res of those now u sed by the 
British and the French, so have the 
instru ctors of 
the 
personnel 
been 
scru pu lou sly carefu l to incu lcate toe 
most advantageou s methods 
of 
of­ 
fence and defence. 
F u rthe r cau se for 
believing 
the 
American tank corps will live u p to 
the estim ate of the British instru - 
tors is the character of its personnel, 
both men and officers. They are care­ 
fu lly selected men, pick ed from the 
thou sands who volu nteered vvheff the 
call for tank rnen tyas made. 
Two 
base requ irem ents were insisted u p­ 
on: first, every man m u st be physi­ 
cally fit, and, second, tem perm en- 
tally adaptable. 
The training every 
m an has received has m eant either 
that he is delivered to the com m and­ 
ers at the fropt as a w onderfu lly ef­ 
ficient u nit or is mercilessly thrown 
ou t of*the service. He is tu rned over 
to the fighting force as an expert 
mechanic, a man drilled in the opera 
tion of both 
m achine 
gu ns 
and 
heavier 
ordnance, a tactician 
and 
strategist, and finally, 
as 
a 
man 
with no evidence of “ nerves.” 
British trainers at the little cou n­ 
try town where the Americans have 
been coached have been carefu l to 
explain to the men, as they weeded 
ou t the ou tfit and those not tom 
perm antally su itable, tha t only tha 
best can be u sed. There is perhaps 
no branch of the arm y service that 
m ak es a greater dem and on the phy­ 
sical endu rance of the man than the 
tank service, and certainly none cal­ 
cu lated to test the nerves more, for 
within the very small fighting space 
there is com bined the roar of the 
heavy ordnance, the rattle of the 
m achine gu ns, the acrid smell of 
bu rning powder, and the su ffocating 
fu mes of bu rning oil and gasoline. 
Into this little space, not more than 
eight feet long, and fou r or five feet 
wide and with a ceiling so low that 
a m an cannot stand u pright, there 
Is crowded the crew. 
The actu al 
experiences 
of 
the 
British instru ctors, many of whom 
were in the first tank s u sed in the 
w ar, have been reprodu ced in the 
most m inu te detail for the instru c­ 
tion of the Americans. 
Little has 
been left to the im agination; 
the 
practical has been su bstitu ted for the 
theoretical. 
Hu ge shell holes*, not 
du g ou t with pick and shovel bu t 
blasted by mines as thou gh by the 
German shells, have torn 
u p 
the 
training field; trenches identical with 
those that m ark the battlefields of 
F rance and other obstru ctions that 
tank s encou nter have been bu ilt and 
it is over these that the Americans 
have been drilled and drilled u ntil, 
in the opinion of their instru ctors, 
they are prepared to tak e their places 
on the line. 
Practical problems of getting ou t 
of tight places have been provided, 
and in anticipation of some of the 
predicam ents that may he encou nt­ 
ered carefu l instru ction in recogni­ 
zance work has been given. 
Stren­ 
u ou s work in target practice has 
been a daily schedu le. 
Indeed al­ 
most the only experience not yet 
u ndergone by the Am ericans is the 
pou nding of the German lire. 
A nother bit of training the tank 
m an has had is in the u se of the 
compass and ju st as a lesson dem on­ 
strating the reason for this they have 
been given the experiences ot'Jiand- 
ling the tank s at night, when the 
analogy between these land warships 
and those of the sea is seen. 
Althou gh the Am ericans have been 
trained in British tank s it. is not ex­ 
pected they will find any trou ble 
w hatever 
in 
op e ritir^ the new er 
and 
heavier 
machines 
from 
the 
United States. 
The differences be­ 
tween the two tank s are technical 
and have to do with the mechanism 
bu t they are not radical. The fighting 
and 
operating principles 
are 
the 
same and it has been explained to 
the Americans that the man who 
can handle one can handle the other, 
mu ch as the pilot pf one m ak e of 
au tom obile can easily learn to drive 
another type.

The origin of the phrase "fine Ita­ 
lian hand” goes back to the days of 
the writing mu ster and the qu ill pen, 
a centu ry ago, when the Itu liu n hand 
was tau ght for polite u sage as well as 
the clerical script for bu siness pu r­ 
poses and a law text for scriveners 
and gentlemen of the bar. T hat is one 
explanation. Another is bu sed on the 
career of Machiavelli, or more espe­ 
cially his instru ctions to princes ou 
the art of governing. A third explana­ 
tion insists thu t the phrase shou ld 
read “fine Roman hand,” and attri­ 
bu tes it to Machiavellian su btleties in 
intrigu es of all k inds. 
In su pport of 
this is qu oted the line from the fou rth 
scene, third act, of “Twelfth Night*’: 
“I think we do k now the sweet Roman 
hand.”

Dig estibility o f Cheese. 
By experiments on the digestibility 
of cheese it has been shown thu t mu ch 
depends on the special physical char­ 
acters of the food. 
All fat cheeses are 
said to be dissolved and digested with 
great rapidity, becau se the mo lecules 
of casein—the nitrogenou s part of the 
cheese—are separated only by the fat, 
and so the gastric ju ice can attack a 
large su rface of the cheese at one 
time. 
W hether the cheese be hard or 
soft does not appear to influ ence di­ 
gestion. and there Is no connection be­ 
tween the digestibility and the per­ 
centage of w ater present In the cheese. 


Eclipse o f Mo o n. 
A lu nar eclipse is cau sed by the in­ 
terposition of the earth between the 
su n and the moon and the moon’s con­ 
sequ ent immersion In the shadow of 
the earth. 
This can occu r only when 
the moon Is in opposition to the su n 
in the heavens, at the time of fu ll 
moon, and both su n and moon are near 
the moon’s nodes, that is, the points 
where her orbit crosses the plane of 
the' ecliptic.

Probably the most u ncanny of nil 
the desert growths is the creep ing dev il 
cactu s (Uereu s cru ca). Its large, rou nd 
v ery thorny branches lie along the 
grou nd, bu t with the end tu rned u p like 
a caterp illar feeling Its way , and it 
actu ally does creep away from Its base, 
for the branches as they grow p u t 
down roots, and back of those roots 
In time the stem dies. 
So that finally 
n section of the p lant may be y ards 
away from the p arent root.

He commands a 
large staff of workers and “ search­ 
ers” who are stationed at v ariou s 
camp s and hosp itals where Ameri­ 
can soldiers are to be fou nd. 
Relativ es at home of American 
soldiers in Eu rop e desire informa­ 
tion of many kinds abou t the men. 
The aim of the Red Cross Home 
Commu nication Serv ice is to see that 
all these inq u iries are p romp tly and 
adeq u ately answered. This work has 
many p hases, bu t the most imp ortant 
is that which deals with inq u iries 
abou t men who hav e been wou nded 
or taken sick. 
The Red Cross aims 
to keep in constant tou ch with ev ery 
that the fu llest rep orts on each case 
American hosp ital case and to see 
go forward p romp tly to the relativ es 
in America. 
The soldier in hosp ital 
is followed carefu lly th rou ghou t his 
stay there and throu ghou t his con­ 
v a lescence, and ev ery thing p ossible 
is done to see that he is kep t in tou ch 
with home. 
Emp hasis 
is p laced 
p articu larly 
on 
one 
p oint— that 
information 
gathered by the Home Commu nica­ 
tion Serv ice shall be absolu tely cor­ 
rect and clear, and shall be trans­ 
mitted with the 
greatest 
p ossible 
p romp titu de. 
It mu st he hom e in 
mind, of cou rse, that all lines of com 
inu nication 
between 
Eu rop e 
and 
America are at p resent ov er-bu rden­ 
ed, and military u se of those lines of 
commu nication mu st not 
be inter­ 
fered with; bu t, aside from this con­ 
sideration, the Home Commu nication 
work of the Red Cross takes p re 
cedenee ov er ev ery thing else, and no 
u nneecessary delay s are p ermitted 
The work of the Home Commu nl 
cation Serv ice in 
England 
is ju st 
starting, bu t already nearly 2 00 re 
p orts 
weekly 
are 
being 
made 
to 
Washington, and, throu gh Washing­ 
ton, to the families in America of 
men in England. In all the camp s the 
soldiers are informed that this free 
Home 
Commu nication 
Serv ice 
is 
av ailable. 
They are told where they 
can find the sp ecial 
rep resentativ e 
charged with the work in their dis 
trict, and are encou raged to make 
the fu llest u se of his serv ices. In tlu 
hosp itals, the rep resentativ es of the 
dep artment are in daily tou ch with 
ev ery 
American 
p atient 
sick 
or 
wou nded, and freq u ent rep orts on his 
p rogress are made to headq u arters 
Cap tain Edenborou gh came to the 
Red Cross from a 
great 
bu siness 
hou se in New York, where he was a 
recognized ex p ert on filing sy stems 
and bu siness methods. For the satis- 
tical branch of his London office he 
has dev elop ed a comp rehensiv e sy s­ 
tem of index ing and comp iling, which 
will enable instant reference to the 
hosp ital history of any one of thou s­ 
ands of American soldiers. 
The sy s 
tern will be ex p anded indefinitely as 
need arises, and inq u iries from re 
lativ es or official 
dep artm ents 
re 
garding soldiers in this cou ntry can 
often be answered from these re­ 
cords within a few minu tes of re 
ceip t. 
If neccessary this first rep ort 
can bo su p p lemented by the dep art­ 
m e nt’s “ searchers” and if p ossible 
by an interv iew with the man him ­ 
self. 
The work in the hosp itals in Great 
Britain is comp licated by tho fact 
th at a large p rop ortion of the Ameri­ 
can hosp ital cases m u st necessarily 
go to British hosp itals, scattered all 
ov er the British Isles. For instance, 
American troop s are taken 
ill 
in 
transit or at p oints where they are 
brigaded In small bodies with Brit­ 
ish troop s, as in the case of the nu m 
erou s av iation u nits. These men are 
taken to the nearest av ailable mili­ 
tary hosp ital, w hether it is British 
or American. 
Bu t ev en if they are 
in a British hosp ital. Cap tain Eden 
borou gh’s rep resentativ e is at hand 
and follows their case ju st as care 
fu lly and comp rehensiv ely as if they

Remarkable Case of Heredity . 
A remarkab le case of inheritance of 
the ab normal fingers possessed b y the 
first earl of Shrewsb ury , related b y 
I)r. H. Drinkwater to the Roy al So­ 
ciety of Medicine, is reported in the 
London Lancet. 
In a direct male de­ 
scendant of the earl the ring finger 
and little fingers of b oth hands had 
only one joint, the first two b ones b e­ 
ing united, and all the toes, except 
one, were similarly affected.

man’s father and paternal grandfather 
showed 
the same ab normality , and 
when the b ody 
of the 
first 
Lord 
Shrewsb ury was exhumed in 1874 it 
was found that his fingers wore in a 
like condition. As he died in 1453, this 
peculiarity has come down nearly 500 
y ears through 14 generations. 


Mules Not Treacherous. 
Mules are charged with treachery 
only b y those who hav e nev er giv en an 
Intensiv e study to their hab its. Mules 
defend themselv es from that which 
they do not understand. They b ecome 
accustomed to b eing harnessed while 
colts and It is traditional that a mule 
nev er kicks while b eing saddled or har­ 
nessed. 
The b east knows wliat that 
means. But it is also traditional that 
a mule sleeps with one ey e open. He is 
alway s alert to what is going on ab out 
him. 
It is nev er safe to stoop down 
suddenly to pick something up b ehind 
or at the side of a mule.

Author Was a J urist. 
“The 
Clockmaker,” 
b y 
Thomas 
Chandler HaUb urtoo, who used the 
pen name of “Sam Slick,” was pub ­ 
lished originally b y a Boston house. 
Hallb urton was a nativ e of Windsor, 
N. S., and was b orn there in Decem­ 
b er, 1706, and he died at Lsleworth, 
near London, England, August 27, 
1865. 
He was at one time chief jus­ 
tice of the court of common pleas of 
Nov a Scotia, and wiien that court was 
ab olished in 1840 was appointed a 
judge of the supreme court. 
He re­ 
signed from the b ench in 1856 and 
went to England and remained there 
uutil his death. 


L esso n s L earn ed b y Deep-Sea Divers. 
Experiments made b y the British ad­ 
miralty and the United States nav y 
prov e that deep-sea div ing is feasib le. 
It has b een found that the shorter the 
time a div er takes in getting to the 
b ottom the b etter, b ecause the b ody 
ab sorb s less nitrogen. 
Also the div er 
must hav e at least one and one-half 
cub ic feet of air per minute ct all 
depths. Lacing the legs of the div er's 
suit increases his stab ility and permits 
him 'to come to an erect position with 
ease. It also lessens the danger of Ills 
falling or b eing suddenly b lown to the 
surface.—Popular Science Monthly . 


Beekeeping Not Difficult Work. 
Beekeeping is neither an expensiv e 
b usiness to start in nor a difficult one 
in which to succeed. 
An intelligent 
man who will put some time upon the 
matter may b ecome a successful b ee­ 
keeper in one y ear. Colonies of b ees 
already In hiv es may b e b ought for 
$5 or $0 each, and the expert b eekeep­ 
er alway s expects to pay for his colony 
the first y ear, as it will y ield him 
ab out 30 pounds of honey . The ama­ 
teur, of course, and ev en the av erage 
small b eekeqpor of some experience 
will not generally do as well. 


Two Kinds of Hunger. 
The mother who is sole parent may 
feel compelled to go out to work, and 
in so doing she will change her ideas. 
Her employ ment outside will not b e 
all loss to her children. 
Uni she 
should realize that her fatherless chil­ 
dren want much more from her than 
decent meals and tidy frocks. 
If she 
has to striv e to replace her husb and 
she may hav e to do a man’s work, 
and she ought to get a man’s pay for 
it. 
But with the pay she must b ring 
home something to educate and amuse 
her children. She must not wholly ig­ 
nore, as she so often does, the hunger 
of the childish mind. It is hard to ask 
women, with their lesser strength of 
b ody , to perforin this doub le parental 
task in the upb ringing of their chil­ 
dren. But it is necessary if the child 
is not to suffer. So many women are 
guilty of this sort of neglect only b e­ 
cause they do not quite realize the 
crav ing of the mind for knowledge. 
No mother aliv e to her duties allows 
herself to b e satisfied when she has 
fed the children’s hunger with ma­ 
terial things. 
She realizes that there 
is a greater hunger than this—the 
hunger of the mind.—Exchange.

The theory adv anced b y Darwin 
that the singing of b irds Is merely a 
sexual characteristic, and that their 
power of song has b een dev eloped b e­ 
cause only the b est singers were prop­ 
agated, is no longer accepted b y natur­ 
alists. 
Thus Henry Old.v s holds that 
b irds are really motiv ated b y a lov e of 
music similar to that experienced b y 
human b eings. Tn support of this con­ 
tention he cites the fact that b irds will 
sing when happy and b e quiet when 
unhappy and that they will listen to 
and imitate superior singers of their 
own kind.

The popular Idea that only acid sub­ 
stances attack tin is wrong. 
Fish, as 
paragus, beans, pumpk ins and spin 
aoh are not acid, and yet their corro­ 
sion of tin is quite mark ed. 
This 
is probably due to untino compounds, 
substances related to ammonia. In the 
ease of shrimps the cans are often 
eaten through In a comparativ ely short 
time. 
So alk aline is the methylamine 
contained in shrimps that work men In 
the canneries find the sk in peeling off 
their hands. Observ ation by somo enn- 
ners led to the discov ery 
that if 
shrimps were iced for a day before 
canning, the corrosiv e action of the 
juices was greatly diminished. This 
now the univ ersal practice. 
In addi­ 
tion the cans are lined with paper to 
prev ent the contact of the shrimps 
and the tin.

“ To hav e thus driv en the enemy 
hack 
as he was driv en 
hack four 
years ago is no mean achiev ement, 
hut we must not o v erestimate the 
possibilities it may disclose. 
That 
the enemy has bee 
i forced to retire 
utterly against his will is quite o b­ 
v ious. 
“ Nev ertheless, I am prepared to 
accept Gen. Ludendo rff’s statement 
that the retirement was decided on 
fifteen days ago after Gen. Retain s 
hlowr agains tthe west side of the 
salient, and the Germans can pride 
themselv es on hav ing remained, to 
use Ludendo rff’s phrase, ‘masters of 
the situatio n.’ 
That is to say, they
